The trial of San. Folo has been judged Twenty-seven years in prism for our Comrade 
Ilario Pilippi, who executed in 1946, the vice-secrotary of the Fascists of Florcn@ . 
His sentence was reduced to eighteen years. The sentence of four other comradce 

was reduced from twenty years to thirtcen ycars cach. Those four comrades were 
without any responsibility in the affair, simply being guilty of belonging to the 
samo organization as Filippi, the Communist Intornationalist Farty of Itdy, and

It wis not possible to master the phr2scs of hntrcd hurled by the accused, who 
accounted for, 2nd justificd themeclvcs sufficicntly by the suffcring they cndurcd. 
To drag thom away from their femilics and their occupations; to deprive thom of 
their liberty through the yoars, is to m-ke known to the young workers of the "Vary 
Caristien Republic’ of De Gasperi, that they heve the seme fote in store for them 
as tho fote of their elders in the Fascist "revolution. With th troneporent 
exousc, "to avoid incidents," the judgment of the affair was transferred to Aquile 
at the Court of sssizes.

During the war, the violence ogeinst the foscists - vhich frequently were not 
the soldiers of the German army - was the work ef the hcly institution of democ- 
racy and nationzlism. Today, that thich counts, ie “order;" the order of the 
three parties (Stalinist, Socialist, Christinn Democrats ) which vith Togliatti 
a3 liinistcr of Justice, pronounced the adninistretive order for the imprisonnent 








of the fascists. The order of the Christian government has committed the infory 
of the trial at Aqrila, ‘This process, as in the other domains of society, is 
clear: The reonforcement and stabilization of vourgcois rule, of which the prole- 
tariat and revolutionary militents met becr the brunt end whoec duty it is to 
emashg Such 2 verdict, three years oftor the "liberation," three years after tho 
end of a wer proclaimed to have been fought for the extirpation of Fascism; after 
all the juridical comedy of purific:tion (pmarges of fascists) (Which the rarty de- 
nounced clearly, developing ths preprgend. for social revolution and not "punish 
mont of. fascists") is significent of the line given by the situation. The linc of 
reestablishment of tho “law and order’ of al% the-partiesy in which they, (the 3 
mass parties) have concurred, renders the proletariat unable to defmd itself so- 
cially, to swoep aay an ignoble socicty, which, isolating the revolutionary nili- 
tants to the degree that the bourgecis tribunals wish to permit. allows the juridic 
outrage as that of Aquila, without foar, in return, of the class viclence that it 
merits. 


We are completely in soliderity vith uur comrades in 2 situation which deprives 
thom of thoir frocdomj as it limits the pogsibilities of revolutionary struge ico 
je are ofly sorry that this solidarity is not able to be expresscd by armed action, 
as would be tho case in the periods of revolutionary agitotion of the proletarian 
masses.s ‘The only form of solidarity which is vouchsafed us by the relationship 
of forces in Italy and internationally, is thet of mterirl aid to the imprisoned, 
forced away tvo years since, from their struggle; their activity; their fomilics. 
We are du*y bound to seize upon this too modest opportunity tc express our fr2- 
teomity with these young nilitant internstionalists, of whom we understand their 
firm ond ficry attitude toward their judges. Workers of #11 tendencics, ond of 
muuerqus citics have responded to the crll of the Internctionslist Corrmnist farty 
of Italy for the political prisoners of San kolo. Todny the condermed hove nade 
an appeal to the highest Court of Cass:tion. Our solidsrity with them rust be 
continued.

The main goal of the Taft-Hartley law is to substitute labor-management cellabor~ 
ation for the class struggle in the United States. 


The first step in this direction was to attempt to reduce the number of strikes 
against capital, The workers answered this te the tune of 276,000 men on strike 
and 3,670,956 man days away from work in the first cuarter of 1947; in 14948, 
645,000 men on strike and 7,739,000 man days away from work, Obviously the Taft- 
Hartley law failed in its most elementary task, the task of assuring the American 
Bourgeosie continusus preduction with profit at an all time high. 


Tho Act, secondly, aimed at slowing down the ability cf the workers to strike 
with speed. It provides for 60 day notice of termination of ccntract or avroga- 
tion ef contract by either party to the contract, If no settlement is reached 
within 30 days the Federal Mediation and Genciliation service mist be called in. 
The motive is to increase the red tape and paver work concerning notice of strikes 
ana to limit the strike weapon of the American werker by all kinds of legal. chic~ 
anerys 


Tue theory that the Federal Mediation and Conciliation Service would be more 
favorable to big capital if sepcrated from the labor Dep:rtment is a distinction 
without a differences It reveals disagreement on what techniques should Se usad 
by the cavitalist state to suppress the working class. 


The outlawing of the closed shop and its follow-up by the enactment of similer 
jaws in several states has not hod as yot, a moticeable effect on the workers as 
a whole, except in the case of the International Typographic Union, and the 
National Maritime Union. The over-all effect will be felt during an actus] fe- 
pression, or, in the worst variant, during world Ter III, if the campaion 
against the closed shop hes temporarily st:lled, thet should not lulj tho working 
vlass to sleep. That is due to the control of lorge segments of labo. supply ty 
the capitalist trade unions; a big demand for semi-skilled and unskillea labor, 
and the present willingness by capital to permit 2 vorker to join the unioa in 
his industry 30 dsys after being hired. ‘These «re fu.ctors tempyrarily orevouting 
the total abolition of the closed shop. ‘This does not mein that the hourgcosic 
has given up the idea of outlawing it. R ther, the capitclist class fe.rs ot 

one fell blow to arouse revolt of the working class. It mst procecd piccemeol 
to accomplish the total repression of the vorkingmn, This it docs by picking 
off the lebor unions ono <t 2 time, or by picking .t certs in blocs of labor 
unions, such “s the Stalinist-led lsbor unions ond subjecting them to the in- 
vestigctions, prosecutions ond convictions provided by the Taft-Hertley 3 
Thus by this techniwue the other segments of the vorking close do not arouse 
themselves cond fight back. They erroncously conclude thet they aro sere from the 
offensive of the enpitclist stote gninst the vorking cless in gener...

In the course of this struggle it is incrensingly nocess ry for tho croups who 
want to be revolutionary to hold ranks against the capitalist offensive, In order 
to aid ond defend viotine of the class war we propose ths orgonizetion of a labor 
defonse moverent. The opportunists hive thoir orm dofcnce set-ups. It is tine 
the revolutionary minded croups est-blish o defenses orgsnizotion on a clase 
struggle basis, 





Without fail, let us act. 
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Tho Internationalist Gormmmiist Party of Lindy held its first nationel congress on 
the 5th «9th Of May, 1948 in Florence, was reesteblisned in the last phase of tho 
wave It affirmed itself there and then as the foree of revolutionary defo tisn, 
against the national democratic rosistance and the fascist war as well. 


It continues thé political tradition of tho Italien Left which founded tho Commm-~ 
nist Farty in I92I, It was rapidly cxpellcd under orders from Moscov, Fro the 
beginning, it wos outstanding in its strugcle ageinst opportunism in the 3rd In= 
tomational, Finally it came ot openly with its principles ond founded tho left 
fraction. This struggle in the onigration aided the crystallization of the Bel» 
Cian and French croups of the left Cormmnist Internationalists. 


Ouse cannot understand the significanco of the Congress et Florence without coing 
“back to the formation of the Intornationalist Corrmnist Forty, so thet onc may 
understend the problons of its activity. It is a duty to clarify this point: To 
us, of France; it has an interest chiofly because the Trotskyist 4th International 
shore is fossilized and more 2nd more diluted. ‘herces the revolutionary spirii 
foils into the effeminate hands of anarchisiis a madness and confusion in every ro: 
ct, regercding ovtiou aad revolutionary conscience; from the tradition of cri- 
tjleal intelligence to the new historic phase we live in. 





The conclusions, we swiup here, of the debate in Florence on the tasks of the 
rvarty and the International situation, contrimto an indirect, but preciso answor, 
on the fundaont2l questions. 


Tho Intornational Situstion and the Tasks of the Party 
at the Consress of Florence 


Notwithstanding the sharpness of tho discussion at ties, it is necessary to ace 
quire @ knowledge of the general backcround of the Terty on the Following:= 


I= The formation and developruent of the Internationalist Corrmnist Party does not 
derive from the particular revolutionary conditions of Italy. Neither at the tino 
ox the fall of Mussolini; nor during the period of the partisan wars nor undcr the 
reconstruction; nor in the last phnse of the passage of Stalinism to the “onposi» 
tion; the general relation of classes is no different fron tit weich cxists in 
the rest of the world. .On the plone of the vorld-wide historic situntion, it is 
characterized by a total absence of the working class as 2 revolutionary farce; by 
aus political digsolution into the national and democratic ideologtye 


The countcr-part;- of the incapacity of the working class to transform the last con= 
flict into a class war 4s the actuol evolution tovaid a third Inperinlist hinssacrcee 
“eatover the rythm toward which it is precipitated, a roturn to a "peace cconony 
is exeluded, and the interminperislist antaconisis, thru the intermediary of diff- 
oxent national parties, continue to doainete the political scene withot heving to 
cope with the working class. The situstion of the prolctorist is agcravatcd, It 
is our task to revorse the course of events toword the breaking up of thse ornics 
of Inperialisn, 


2— The reappesrance of tho forces of Intern:.tionslist Corrmnism in Italy may per~ 
haps be attributed to tho vitelity of this tradition in the workers? movement of 
this country; to the undeunted will to militant struggle, forriod in the front so- 
cial events which procedad and accompanied the advent of fascism to pewor. 
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, of the actw.l situation, th 
mMrcioual polis 3 
resides in ths f.ct, that at least in Italy, < after 
the war, aii organization spoating the language of cless front apa mal ro< 
construction; of Socialism against the Capitalist State; of the revolution as 
against parliamontarism; of tho political independence of the proletcriot as 
against cowpronise with the fractions of the Bourgeoosic; finally ami above all, 
the language of Internationalisn against tht of Daperialism; against Inporialisn 
camouflaged behind tho principle of "self-dcteminztion of the psoples". 















Ones the resurgent forces of the tradition of the Left Commmnist effirned openly 
the principles of the proletarian struggle, it wos an unavoidable duty to organize 
itself to defond its ideas, likewise the working class, to the hilt. Likewise, 
grenting the actual non-existence of a revolutionary perspective, the organization 
must be joalously defended, as tho indispensable condition to tho safecuarding, 
cducation, control of the existing revolutionary enercics. 


3+ In the absence of 211 offensive action by the proletarian class, this orraniza- 
tion does not propose, nor ever proposec. to froup behind the wide posterior of the 
bourgeosie, or “tc substitute, on the torrain of the cconomic strugclc, bourcoois 
politics for that of the revolution. The role of the economic strugele lirits 
itself to introducing tho possibility, leading to effective action by the Party at 
tne places of works Thore rast be 2 division of labor in ordcr to renda@ tho rcovo= 
lutionary energice qualifiod for the responsibilities which will be shouldorca Dy 
the rarty of the Class in the noxt historicsl crisis of the Bourgeois rerimnc.

5— In spite of the firm base of 2 clezr proletarian plstforn, the development of 
this Party as the loading foree of the rovolutionsry struggle, without acceptince 
failure, remains extremely precarious duc to the fact of tho socicl relationship, 
of foreés. The price of the inpulse, intentienallr, » aiming at a break up of 
actual isolation, not corresponding to any social reality, represents the gern of 
opportunism. We propose the developrient of sciontifie work which, marking each 
stage of the historical movement of the proletariat and to whom the phenomena of 
the decadence of the Bourpeosie is of prime importance, (The transformation of the 
cconomic and social structure in tho world; the totel -lterction of orpenisns which 
sorved formerly the struggle of tho proloteri-t).

Conclusions _ 


The historic situation in which the Congress is placed is marked by necessary 
limits. This situation is the total absence of the prolctcriat fron the political 
scone, It is a crisis of liarxism, which buriod for 20 years, sinco the onsot of 
revisionism, of which tho Proletarian Farty, in tho course of a ccntury of tor- 
turod existence, has never known as grave. In thosas conditions one cannot oxpect 
full affirmation of the theorctical and political positions achieved by the von- 
guard. Tho Party is not able to achieve this maxizum affirmetion by itself in 
tne radical confusion of the situation. To proclaim thet an orgenization ropre-~ 
sents this teadensy it is ossontinl that it teke a critical position as acainst 
ali the othors; the ix theoretical postulates, historical, and practical, is in 
coutinuity with the critical positions of rovolutionary morxism in the different 
historic phasose The platform adopted st Turin and on which the Forty united is 
claarly menifosted at tha Congress of Florcnce, filled entircly these conditions, 
is Saceee to appreciate its opportunities, not to rest on the sidelincs, nor 
ewxzb to the formidable pressure of on unfatorable relation of forces, In this 
soedii the Conpross of Florence, furnished important positire-indicationss its 
Sloan approciation of the actual situation as the drive to war, aad the rolo of 
the party 26 essential liv critical: the rejection of tho tactic of “rovolutvionory 
a sntarisa," and instead, the sinpie presentation of karty lists for tho 
tionary wtilizoation of the electoral cempaiens extending into the Union 
question, of a polities and of criteria corresponding to a phese thet is cnded, 
and au effort to respond to the real conditions of the totalitarian periods tho 
y of the Party to the theoretical t-sks posed by its conscience and not

Unionisn in the maritino field is not.cxzactly now. lthouch, prior to 1935 mili- 
tancy was not knom. Many, if not all cf the existing orcenizations were, whet 
might be called, "sweethcort" unions. ‘ 


The first union in the ficld started, actually, as a froternal orveniztion, on 
tho crest Inkes ond called itself, fho Marine Encinecrs Bencoficial issociation. 
It crow ond shrunk, accepted ani expelled frocly; put limited itself then, as to 
day, solely to licensed officers. It turned out to heve'’s quite militant rank 
and file whon it participated in the strike of October 1946, Today it is a nen 
~.bor of the CIO on ths high sots as ell as tho lokes. ; 


In 1896 a group of captains cnd mtes cot tocether fo forma fratemel orconiza- 
tion which emphasized racinl chauvonisn.  Becenuse éf tiet reason alone, nosro 
Lineansod personel wore kopt from anericnn shipse Today Captoin usec alone, is 
the ouly necro captain, thenks to the war. He is captxin of the Liberty Ship, 
Thé lil’ (Mosters Mates & Pil>ts),is today a member of the 
Lclsc porticipated in the strikes of 1946.

The snorball started rolling dovn hill and -ained in size as well as nonentum, 1 
now senpecont .as necded by tho now oppositicns 85 .ne was mde. J rS0ph Stack, 
vice-president in charge of orsanizeticn was the one soon ta be nriuod. Curren 
brought cut a list cf charges which uncer norml1 circunst-nees would not hold water, 
but a crises bopn to foment, and a 14t of roacticnarics fram cut 3f torn were 
brought in, and, Stack was publicly dormed, ond aceused cf having done overything 
frai theft t> sexual perversion. Ono i:ecting in Menhottan Center, a Strlinist 
(Blackie iieyers) was chairman md the vite 1s moncuvercd, in frct, not oven couns 
ted; the necting wos then recessed te St. Wichelas irene: for the following: Setur- 
day, and another vote was taken which ,ut Br-ther Stack on the losing side. 


Fron thero on the Curranites grew in strength and nuuber, and heve token the Stcline 
ists for the well known ride. For how lcng, I an yet te analyse. With the help 

of the Trotzkyitcs, the ..ssocixtion of Cotholic Trade Unionists, and other foctions 
in the union, Curran, still hold the reins, and is cing forwrde

Soviet avssia 
October Revolusion till New_ 


What are the economic characteristics, if any, which would permit us today to con-: 
sider Russia as a proletarian regime? One might, indeed, for political and in- 
ternational reasons judge it as a regime evolving from private economy to social- 
ist economy, but still not realizing the socialist characteristics of the latter. 
However, one may not be disposed even to a negative appreciation, when 211 the 
sectors of the cconomy, including heavy industry, which is, however, the most ad~ 
vanced, have lost their proloterian soci#zl charactcristics. 


Without even speaking of the small peasant, potty artieen, and smll merchont, or 
worse yot, of thoir subordinates, in what roletion docs the non-ca;italist; the 
workor of the Russian factory find himself placed? is the workers of bourgeois 
countrics, he docs not dispose of the products of his toil (a sociol rolationship, 
characteristic of capitalist production, which long ago pasecd beyond the simple 
artisan-like production and which persists in the "socislist regimo" }, he docs not 
Ccasc, as in bourgeois countries, to be romuncratod in moncoy; thie remunoration 
being the only way to acquire the products necessary for consumption. His level 
of lifc is low, and does not soe the products of his toil, ccase being capitolist 
merchandise. He contimes to sell his labor fower; one port of which is with 
drawn as profit of capitalism, as in all cayitelist countrics. 


The cconomic isolation whose self-styled gool to construct socialism has bocome 

tho pormanent situation of Ruscia. .s a rceult, the extension of militcrism. 

This phenomona, accompaniod by a manifestation of jure form of patriotism nd 
bourgeois uationslism, inovitably lies heavy with an enormous economic burden on 
the efforts of the producing clasecs, Tho industrialigzation plens, four-fifths 

of which is destined to strengthen tho -rmy, with the im of imperialist conqucst, 
pure and simplc, has subjected the factory workers to sj-smodic strring Stakhan= 
ovism, with its specd of outjut, 2nd bonuscs offered to the workers reaching tho 
greatest production, is equivalent to the bourgeois "sei “atific! orgonization of 
work; whose object is to equcoze mt the very last bit of tho workers’ labor POWOr 5. 
It proceeds to the very opposite of the collective org=nization of vork, which 
mast eliminate the tension of jroductive effort, and reduce progressively the dur~ 
ation and intensity of physic-l wnd nervous expenditure of cnorgy of the sorker, 
This is the way in which wark ceases to be & punishment in order to become 2 socitl 
contribution, as necessary to the collectivity, as the utility of the individusl, 


Under the lashes of the whip, and of the jropirgsmda which demends 4 mximm of 
outiut, tho great mass fall into an oxploitation most sevcro, while the smol2 num 
ber of tho elect, receiving tho bonuses, scouire the conserv:tivo psychology of 2 
labor sristocracye 


That the Russien workor-is in this condition, is implicitly discovered from the 
moment it is admitted that the union orennizétion of workers, dojending on the 
st.tificd factories, does not exist to defcond the interests of employed labor, 

Tuc unions have no possibility to domnd warc incre-scs, or othor adventseoss 

They sre absorbed ond cncirclod by the burocratic apparatus which dict:tcs tc thom 
frca above, the kind of tro:tment of the srorkers. In this, is continvod the tend» 
eney which provrils in capitrlist countricse 


In intensifying the exploitation of labor, in a situation where union conquests 
are impossible, Stakhanovism has conditicnod certain reactions at the places of 
vork, From oxtreme violence, as demonstr-ted from '33-"36-. to recourse to the 
primitive method of sabotage of machines. 





"A JomtLusion, one is able to define the sctwl comomy of Rassio, not as sodealicn, 
‘at as avist and poworful State Capitnlism, with a distribution of a private md 
comacreinl type, li,ited by tho emtrol exercised in all the domeins by the con~ 
tral burocr.tic apparxuus, 2nd by the nocorsitics of wr. Its charactoristics

of linrxist theory. 


That which hvs been established o8 the roud of the victcrious revolution hes par- 
ted ways .ith that which chorceterizes prosont-dny Rusein: history hos confirmed 
this, Tho proleterint has not been able to emancir te itsolf, in breaking vio- 
loutly all the relationships which constituted the ospit-list order; in conoucring 
volitie.l Lower «t first, aftorverds subscrvient to it, in ordor to breck the mil 
tivle resistance to socialism of tho old socicty. 


What is, aguinst this, the contrary evolution, which lende to the defe-t of the 
proletarian revolution? 


The exan, les of such defe ts before 1920, certainly not be forgotton:~ tho aris 
Cowmauc to those 2f Hungcry ond Bavnria, is the counter-revolutioncry action of 
foroos armed by the bourgoosie which preveiled, battering down the nascent prolo- 
tarisn stato; mssacring its defcndeors. cn? rostoring tho old institutions. Like~ 
wise, tho bourgeois revolutions h-ve furnished oxmles of the return 7nd rostoren 
tion cf feudal privilege: besed on oyon ‘med nection, or elec aided, by milite ry 
defeat in wers with other powors. 


The-growth of internation.l capitalism, and the dominstion of its forms of devel- 
opment, arc definitively, grounds for not assisting in the restoration of pre- 
bourgeois and foudsl jolitical regimes. ‘The theatre of revolution was, in a sonsc, 
capitalist; of now revolutions succocding to the legitisniet and feudal countries, 
vanquished in the wars betiveen them. 


In that vhich concerns the Russian proletarian rogine, by contrast, onw mst con- 
clude that having been saved from the terrible assaults of the counterevolutionzry 
assaults of capitalism, it succumbed to another historic form of defeat: not a 
ra,id ond vidhent defeat; not a brutal, armed counter-revolution, thot carrics out 
& rough transformation of the Strte, but 2 process of regression which has pro- 
gressively destroyed the charactoristics and conqests oc the revolution. 


In oxder to ronder jossible, the second type of defeat of the proletarinn revolu- 
tion after its arrival to power, the juncture of diverse factors was necers ny, 
I; Tie power of the bourgeois cinss and their St-tes, althoveh shaken by a frig 
ful oriais, orc attained in the collision of internxtional forees, to prevent tha 
Working class fra: texing power in the most induzitrially ndvanced countrios.°

The Neo-Opportunisn of ier 


The news opportunism is able to antinue today to oxploit the symbols ond tradi- 
tions expreseod by the revolutionary victory, which, tr:nsforning into o historic 
roality tho critical and theoretic. aspirations of emancipation, raised after 
I917, in the most ndvenced party of whe proletariat of all tho countries, an cx- 
plosive enthusiasm. It is one of the most disastrous aspects of the roed contin- 
ued by tho dcfoat of the proletaricth revolution. The lenders of the Russicon stzte 
still speak, in sjite of the onormous chengss undergone by it, in the nomo of the 
October Revolution; of Bolshcvism; of Loninism. It alvays uses the symbols, tho 
emblems and the flags, which in tho years of the offensive,signified so cloquently 
the goneral &ims of the proletariat. But one of the most effective arguments 
vhich his mide game of noo-opportunisn, has boen the fact that the victorics of 
tho Pussian army, wos tho arny of lenin ani Trotsky, which defeatod Kolchak, 
Denikin, Yudenich, and the chaiupions of the German, /nglo-French, Czarist, mili- 
tarist, deriocrat, social democratic cajitnlist counter-rovolution. ..11 this, in 
conderming eortain joliticsl and economic directives of the chiefs of present- 
day Russia, The proletarian grows hove hoped that the sj irit of the Socialist 
revolution in Europe will continue to advance as the advonce of Soviet orns. 


The most critical analysis of the facts +ill demolish, and have already demolished 
this illusion. The solidarity of tho Russian state orgens with those of other 
conquerors, ond in vhich is conccrnod the post—var politicnl ond social organiza~ 
tion appears completely and unconditionally as the roliaeco on the Jmorican bour~ 
gcosic; in the revolutionsry inocucusnese of the Stalin rogimo.

It will 
raise at cach step in its advanco, tho class war of tho exploited against the cpp~ 
resséra, But thot is not possible today whon the traditions of tho doctrine ant 
action of tho Bolshevik party is broken, today where the revolutionory Internation- 
al after conbluding a progressive debasoront by an inglorioms liquidation, is ro 
drecd to a few residual p}accs at the service of bourgeois politics.

he Russian army, eminzting dircetliy frou tne btate apparatus, therofors, cxccutc 
tho directives in the most mochcnicil manner, is a historic force active in the 
sale sonse 2s the force personificd in the jolitical st-te. Since the rrosent 
Russian state docs not have tho chorzctor of © prolctsricn politicsl rogime, the 
jnmense forces of its amiics is not historically directod tewerd proletaricn reyo- 
lution, but collaborates, on the contr.ry, yithout opposition at the roots of the 
class, with the capitalist states, in. world jlon of st-bilization.
